Now, however, when 
he clearly defines its symptoms in the United States 
we recognize it as something strangely familiar. in 
spite of the Greek name he has fixed on it to give 
it scientific standing, it seems to be exactly identical 
with what has been commonly identified in this 
country as “swelled head.” But perhaps megalo- 
mania is a name for it likely to be more satisfactory 
to those who feel able to afford it.

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THE RAILROAD RATE BILL. 

Whether the aeceptance of the Allison amend- 
ment in the rate regulation bill which has passed the 
Senate was a surrender on the part of the Presi- 
dent will be determined when the courts interpret 
the “full and free jurisdiction,” which the amend- 
ment prescribes. It is reasonable to conclude from 
past decisions that the courts may limit thefr ac- 
tion to questions of violations of the law and of 
Constitution, and in that event the President will be 
justified. But the President must be credited with 
having forced the Senate to pass a substantial meas- 
ure by persistent fighting, the most effective feature 
of which was timely disclosure of railroad abuses, 
especially in connection with the Standard Oil. His 
demand for the regulation of railroad rates, broadly 
applied so as to prevent rebates and discriminations 
and similar railroad abuses, has been met against 
a powerful and resourcéful opposition. He has won 
a notable victory. . 

The bill as passed by the Senate greatly enlarges 
the powers of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
It enables the commission to fix reasonable rates 
and to put them into effect. It prescribes heavy pen- 
alties for rebates and discriminations and even for 
demands by any person, corporation or company for 
rebates. It enables the commission to have access to 
the books of common carriers, prescribing punish- 
ments for false entries, and to compel the filing of 
full reports by carriers... Oi] pipe: lines, express lines 
and sleeping-car companies are mad@ common cart- 
riers and placed under the jurisdiction of the com- 
Free transportation, except in certain cases. 
is prohibited. Railroads are prohibited from having 
any direct indirect interest in the commodities 
they transport, unless intended for their own use. 
Discrimination ip providing facilities for shipment is 
prohibited. sched tiles must be made public. These 
provisions of the bill practically cover all the abuses

Having now turned his impartial attention awey | 
from the results of having too much mind to that 
of having tog much money, Prof. Lombroso finas in 
America what for him is a most delightful field of 
research and recreation. | 
However much “reversion to type” he finds in 
literary ang artistic geniuses, he finds that the re- 
sult of having too much money is to make the 
mind “greatly inferior to the literary or artistic 
type.” In America he finds that after a series of 
other distressing epee. the last stage of having 
too much money develops “megalomania.”

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. COAL ENOUGH FOR 700 YEARS. 

The coal fields of Eastern Shansi, which are soon 
to be accessible through the railways of the Pekin 
Syndicate, says Fuel, contain, it is estmiated, some 
600,000,000,000 tons of coal, or enough for the world's 
supply for 700 years, while in -Western Shansi there is 
a larger field of-bituminous coal; 
enormous deposits in Honan and in Kansu. . These 
figues, a “mining engineer” thinks, show the ab- 
surdity of a recent statement in the Nation that the 
available coal deposits of the world have a life of 
only 300 years; and most people, we imagine, will be 
inclined to agree with him. 


A WONDERFUL CEMENT. 

Prof. Alex. Winchell is credited with the invention 
of a cement that will stick to anything. Take two 
ounces of clear gum arabic, one and one-half ounces 
of fine starch and one-half ounce of white sugar. 
Pulverize the gum arabic, disolve it in as much wa- 
ter as the laundress would use for the quantity of 
starch and sugar fn the gum solution. Then cook the 
mixture in a vessel suspended in boiling water until 
the starch becomes clear. The cement should be as 
thick as tar and kept so. It can be kept from spoiling 
by dropping in a lump of gum camphor, or a little 
oil of cloves or sassafras. This cement is very 
strong, indeed, and will stick perfectly to glazed 
surfaces, and is good to repair broken rocks, min- 
erals or fossils. The addition of a small amount of 
sulphate of aluminum will increase the effectiveness 
of the paste, besides helping to prevent decomposi- 
tion. 


WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY OVER THE PACI- 


FIC. 

“All the far-flung islands of the Pacific will soon 
be bound together with the invisible chains of wire- 
less telegraphy,’’ writes J. Payne Baltimore in Tech- 
nical World Magazine for June. ‘‘From ‘tall towers, 
already standing on the top of a California mountain, 
an electric current of unprecedented voltage will 
flash signals which may be heard not only in Hawaii 
and far-off Samoa, but even on the eastern shores 
of Japan and the Philippines; while, at the same 
time, ships, moving like atoms across the face of the 
waters, may ‘keep in constant touch with land. 

“Rising 300 feet into the air, the two great towers 
have just been placed in position on the very crest of 
Mount Tamalpais, in Marin County, Cal., about 12 
miles on an air line north of San Francisco. These 
two gigantic towers were constructed and hoisted 
into position by the Pacific Wireless Telegraph Co., 
and are to be used in connection with its great Orien- 
tal and Pacific Coast system. 

“The bases of the towers are 2600 feet above sea 
level and are only a few miles from the ocean. From 
the long line of glittering breakers, the apexes of 
the towers rise 2900 feet; and they can be distinctly 
seen for a radius of 15 miles in clear weather. Per-

The immense 
boiler sits twice as high as in the ordinary engine, 
in order to afford room for the extra large firebox 
and the extra mechanism not to be found upon the 
littie freight handlers.”’

LINCOLN, Neb., May 19.—That Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan is much nearer to 
a return to public life than is generally 
realized is believed by people who have 

" been watching conditions in Nebraska 
lately. Mr. Bryan is, in fact, very like- 
ly to be Senator from Nebraska after 

" March 4, 1907, according to the politi- 
cians who have been keeping tab on 
conditions in that State. 

The Republican party of Nebraska is 
considered to be worse divided in an- 
ticipation of the selection, next Novem- 
ber, of a Legislature, than in years 
past. There are a number of candidates 
‘already in the field, and none of thein 
has developed a strength at all satis- 
factory or reassuring to the leaders of 
the party. 

The term of Senator Millard is about 
to expire-and common belief is that he 
will not be returned. In all probability 
a nomination for his seat will be made 
by the State convention to be held in 
August, and, although the convention 
has been called for some weeks, the

Assiut is a big town with some 
showy buildings, an attractive bazar 
and a guide wo represerits the thirty- 
third degree of scoundrelism.

He had at- 
tached himself to us on his own invita- 
tion and we are glad that he did eo, fod 
he proved. to be a rascal of such in- 
ventive fancy and such unusual) meth- 
ods of attack that our natural resent- 
ment was fairly lost in admiration.

about by the absolute refusal of the War 
Department to allow the crafty old 
chief and several of his tribe a leave of 
absence from the reservation in order 
that they might proceed to Washington 
to place their case before the President 
and Congress. It was the desire to se- 
cure the liberty of their children, who 
were born prisoners of war. Besides 
Geronimo, the delegates were Asa Dek- 
luge, To-klon-men and Chaddo, all noted 
Apaches. There are 257 members of the 
tribe and the greater portion of them 
are young squaws and bucks, who took 
no part in the outrages caused by Ger- 
onimo and his followers in early days. 
Geronimo is a very religious Indian 
and takes an active part in the ‘tribal 
worship. Two years ago he united with 
the Dutch Reformed Church. He never 
undertakes anything without first in- 
voking the blessing of Almighty God 
upon his actions. He has much faith 
in the Father above accomplishing 
things which to him seem impossible. 
The other afternoon Geronimo. sent 
word among his tribe that he wished 
them to assemble at a spot near the 
historic Medicine Bluff to hold a re- 
ligious meeting. A large number of the 
Apaches accepted the invitation. Ge- 
ronimo opened the service by asking 
the blessing of God upon the gathering. 
He gave a very touching sermon, using 
text, ‘“‘The Lord is my shepherd, I shall 
not want.”’ In his sermon he told how 


his heart had been pierced by the recent | 


action of the War Department in refus- 
ing him the privilege of going to Wash- 


ington. 

He and his tribe have been denied 
everything they have asked for, and 
Geronimo, having implicit faith in the 
Bible, has at last placed his entire hope 
for his liberty in prayer. He is to hold 
these prayer meetings until he can note 
the effects of his preaching upon his 
tribe and the spiritua] benefits to him- 
self and his people. He is determined 
to secure his liberty and believes that 
the Great Father will intercede for him 
and soften the hearts of those he be- 
lieves are opposing him and his follow- 
ers. 
It is the prevailing opinion of thoge in 
a position to know that Geronimo will 
live but a short time unless he is given 
some kind of liberty. He is gradually 
pining away and the recent weeks have 
wrought great changes over him for the 
worse. He has always thought that if 
the War Department could only listen 
to his plea some change would be made, 
and, as Maj. Taylor of Fort Sill had 
recommended to the department that he 
be heard, he was greatly in hopes that 
he would soon be given a hearing, which 
would result In his being released from 
the iron bands that now hold him a pris- 
oner of war upon the Fort Sill military

Two hundred men and 100 
teams are now at work every day, lay- 
ing out the streets and avenues of the 
new city, taking soundings for =the 
foundations of the immense structures 
that will constitute the buildings of the 
United States Steel Corporation and get- 
ting everything in readiness for the vast 
of workmen that -ewill soon invade

struction. 

The surveyors have completed the pre- 
liminary engineering work, and the new 
city will be built under the supervision 
of A. F. Knotts, while the construction 
of the steel plants will be be superin- 
tended by Second Vice-President Thorpe 
of the United States Steel Corporation. 

The test holes for the gigantic plant, 
which will give employment to 25,000 or 
30,000 men, have been bored and show 
sand for fifty feet and clay at seventy 
feet. 

The surveys have also been made for 
the location and dimensions of the 
streets. There will be two prominent 
streets in the city, running at right an- 
gies to each other, one to be known as 
Broadway and the other as Fifth ave- 
nue, and each will be 100 feet wide and a 
marvel of beauty. They will be paved 
with vitrified brick, and all the streets 
of the city will be permanently im- 
proved at the start. The citv is ex- 
pected to have a population of at least 
100,000: when the work of manufacturing 
steel begins, and the plans provide for 
the accommodation of that number, 
with additional ground platted for éff 
largements as they may become neces- 
sary.

Two Dead From Cloudburst 
Which Carried All Before 
It on Mountain. 


NAPLES. Mav 19.—The Vesuvius re-

torrential rain which fell so heavily that 
'a mighty river now coursing down 
the side of the volcano, carrying every- 
thine before it an? sweeping trees, lava, 
houses and animals out of its path. The 
population is in a state of panic. 

The torrent. which ts composed in 
part of mud, cinders and ashes, is about 
12 feet wide, and in some places 
much as 18 feet deep. 

‘Two deaths have already been record- 
ed. a man and a_ boy having been 
drowned.

Toward noon the wind began to blow 
from the west at the rate of 30 miles 
an hour.

seemed to have united into one large 
one that extended over a 60-mile 
stretch and swept along with a_ fury 
that no human hand could stay. The 
flames semed to center from a place 
called Noethland and from there swept 
down toward Escanaba. Throughout 
the territory hundreds of wooasmen 
were put to work to stay but 
it could not be fought. 

It marched on and it was only by di- 
verting its paths that some of the towns 
were saved. 

The first to be: driven out were the 

woodsmen in camp and the homestead- 
ers. Hundreds of small and prosperous 
farmers live in the territory and these 
‘hurried to the nearest towns for shel- 
ter. Cattle and stock and houses and 
| barns and their contents were left for 
the flames. Wagons were § hurriedly 
(loaded with personal effects and the 
, race against the flames. begun. 
In some instances whole families came 
Many, however, reported that some 
of the members had been separated and 
left behind. 

Some of the towns were hemmed in on 
all sides. Talbot and Quinnesec are the 
most notable examples. At both ae hard 
fight was put up, but in the end the 
piaces had to be abandoned. 

There was little that human effort 
could do to check the flames. Water 
Was scarce and even when it was plen- 
tiful it was of no avail in combatting 
| the flames. Hundreds of woodsmen were 
'found in spots throughout the district. 
| Step by step they would back up trying 
at each stand to ‘“‘back fire’ the flames. 
| Clearings were burned over with flres 
i that could not be controlled. Then when 
the flames reached there they found 
} nothing more to consume. In this man- 
ner many of the towns in the path of 
the conflagration were saved. 

While scenes of horror and despair 
were being enacted in the first stricken 
territory there was also a panic in 
neighboring cities, miles from the fire 
lineline. Most of the refugees were 
taken back today when it was reported 
that the fires had died down, but most 
of them found nothing when they 
reached the spot where their homes had 
| Stood. 

Gradually the wind died down and this 
Morning it shifted and the flames began 
to lose their fury, but the fires are not 
Out. They still smoulder, and while 
they are not spreading it will only need 
& fresh wind to start them again tn all 
_their fury. 

Talbot fought to ward off the 
flames, but it failed. A score of houses 
and an entire logging train were burned, 

Daggett had sent a fire engine to 
Talbot, but even this was burned up.

TRIED TO GET REVENGE 





Projected. Extension of the

NEW YORK, May 19.—That Andrew 
Carnegie, next to the Standard Oil Co., 
was the most arrogant and inexorable 
beneficiary of secret rebates from the 
railroadsis the declaration of James 
Creelman in Pearson's Magazine for 
June. Incident to this is-the intima- 
tion that Cassatt’s cordial invitation to 
Carnegie ‘‘to go to ——” there and then 
guve birth to the project of extending 
the Wabash railway to Pittsburg and 
the seashore. 

A third item of great genera! interest 
in the magazine is an authorized inter- 
view with President Cassatt of the 
Pennsylvania system, declaring un- 
quailifiedly for Federal Government su- 
pervision of railway rates, subject to 
court review. He couples with this dec- 
laration a plea for greater margin and 
co-operation of great rallway systems. 

Mr. Cassatt is known to have had 
many interviews with President Roose- 
velt, but, his position on the rate fight 
is here published for the first time. Mr. 
Cassatt says in his carefully revised in- 
terview: , 

‘I have for several years believed that 
the national Government, through the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, ought 
to be in a position to fix railroad rates 
whenever the rates made by the rail- 
roads themselves are found after com- 
plaint and hearing, to be unreasonable: 
provided, of course, that there shall be 
the right of appeal to the courts. 

“Let the Government regulate us. For 
my part and for my associates in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company I am 
generally heartily in accord with the 
position taken by President Roosevelt, 
and we have all along. I told the Presi- 
dent imself when he made his first 
recommendation on the subject to Con- 
gress, more than four years ago, that 
I believed him to be in the right. 

“But it is equally important that the 
American people should recognize the 
grave necessity for greater harmony of 


action and interest between the rail- 
roads of this richest and busiést coun- 
try in the world.” 


Rebater Carnegie. 


But Mr. Carnegie and Mr. Cassatt’s 
Views are nothing in general interest to 
compare with the revealing of the 
‘“‘good’’ Mr. Carnegie in his mulcting of 
railroads in the dark and incidentally 
slaughtering of his competitors. He was 
known to have ‘‘worked”’ the high tar- 
iff to his great profit, but hitherto he 
had not been known as a rebate fiend. 
It was by the secret rebates that John 
D. Rockefeller laid the foundation of 
the greatest fortune in the world, and 
the same secret rebate system later 





helped Mr. Carnegie to the second larg- 
st fortune in the world and to distance 
every competitor of the Carnegie Steel 
Co. How the system began and how 
it ended, as.far as payments by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad itself. the great 
corporation, is concerned, is thus told in 
Mr. Creelman’s article: 

“For a long time the Pennsylvania 
Neonat the Standard Oil Co. and re- 

used to accept its robber rebate plan. 
But Mr. Rockefeller and his allies and 
agents were patient, with a cold, alert. 
Sleepless patience that took note night 
and day of the varying strength and 
weakness of its victims. 

In 1877, after the Pennsylvania 
Railroad had lost millions of dollars 
in the great railroad strike. it 
Surrendered to Mr. Rockefeller: 
in the following year, after the Stand- 
art Oil Co. had proved that it was get-

NEW ORLEANS, May 19.—What the 
Louisiana and Mississippi boards of 
health have suspected for a long time 
was developed today in a cable message 
from Don Carlos Finley, chief sanitary 
officer. of Cuba, announcing a death 
from yéllow fever at Mantanzas. Dr. 
George R. Tabor, health officer, in a 
dispatch to the Surgeon-General, de- 
manded that quarantine be established 
against Cuba and late this evening a 
message wag received that it had been 


put on. 

Dr. 8. G. Gill, 
spector, resident in Havana for the past 
few months, returned today and made a 
report on conditions in Havana, whioh 
seems to justify the suspicion -held 
against that port. There is no sewer- 
age except a few private sewer pipes, 
while most of the residences are sup- 
plied with old-time vaults. In the aris- 
tocratic suburb of Vedado, conditions 
are-still more unsatisfactory, streets un- 
paved and with pits which accumulate 
water, forming ideal breeding places for 
mosquitoes. 

The newspapers frequently mention 
deaths from dengue, or palludal. fever, 
or pernicious fever, or malarial fever, or 
‘infectious’’ fevers, and on May WW one 
death from ‘‘Borrasqy fever.’ The 
Board of Health states that if a physi- 
cian has not made a diagnosis he writes 
a certificate for ‘infectious’ fever. Re- 
ferring to the case of ‘‘Borrasqy fever,” 
Dr. Gill says that is a euphonious name 
for ‘‘yellow.”’

NEW YORK, May 19.—There is ample 
reason to believe that Emina Goldman, 
the anarchist, met Alexander Berkman, 
who was set free in Pittsburg on Fri- 
day. after serving a sentence of 14 years 
for his attempt on the life of Henry C. 
Frick, within an hour after he had 
passed out of the prison gates. 

The Goldman woman left this city a 
week ago today. She took care that 
her departure should be kept a secret 
from the police, and not more than two 
persons were aware of her destination. 
From an authentic source it has been 
learned that she was bound for Pitts- 
burg, there to await the release of the 
man who volunteered for ‘“‘The Reds’’ 
io assassinate Frick in 1892, at the time 
of the Homestead strike. It is well 
known now that Berkman wae in con- 
stant communication with the Goldman 
woman throughout the 14 years of his 
sentence. Under the prison rules he was 
permitted to write only one letter a 
month, The anarchist convict adhered 
to this rule, but every letter was a 
comprehensive one and sent directly to 
Iemma Goldman. 

The woman leader of 
has lived for more than two years at 
-19 East Thirteenth street, which is a 
five-story flat building. She occupies 
apartments on the top floor with her

man who goes there under the name of 
if, Kelly.

All of Berkman’s letters were addressed 
to “KE. Smith'’ and were delivered by 
the postal authorities directly into the 
hands of the woman anarchist. From 
her the letters were sent to relatives of 
Berkman. 

On the face of them the letters ap- 
peared to the prison authorities to be of 
the most innocent character, but it is 
believed now that they contained many 
other messages relative to anarchy. 

Berkman is now looked upon as the 
successor of John Most in the leader- 
ship of “The Reds’’ in this country. It 
is supposed that the Goldman woman 
join him as he left the prison. 

The man who goes by the name of H. 
Kelly was at the Goldman apartments 
today. He said that both Emma Gold- 
man and her aunt had left the city to 

ne some time. He thought it prob- 
able they had int to Fs smgpag a, i or per- 
haps further Kelly admitted that 
the woman se cahtet had been in com- 
munication with Berkman all the time 
he was in prison and that they were to 
meet for a conference as sOon as he was 
set free.

“Miss Goldman has known Berkm&n 
for years,’’ said Kelly. ‘She knew him 
in Russia and kept up the acquaintance 
after he came to this country. I, too, 
knew Berkman well, and I am sure he is 
just as much an anarchist today as he 
was in 1892, when he attempted to kill 
Frick. But he is an older and a wiser 
man now than he was 14 years ago; and 
he is not likely to go to the extremeé 
he would risk in 1892.

A strong plea for playgrounds and 
parks for the children of the down- 
town district contained in the report 
of the Civic Centres Committee of the 
Civic League, appointed to draft one 
portion of the comprehensive city 
‘plan which the league expects to 


adopt next fall. The preliminary ce | 
port was made yesterday afternoon to | 


Dr. William Trelease, chairman of the 
City Plan Committee. : 

The crying need of the crowded 
Gowntown district for more breathing 
space for human beings now left with 
no place to rest after the day’s toil, 
leads the committee to recommend the 
establishment of six more small 
parks, some of them in the shape of 
playgrounds for the children if nec- 
estary. The scheme to build around a 
public park and resting place a group 
of buildings, composed of a library, 
bath houses, nursery and other such 
places, is predominant in the report, 
calling for the location of several su ™ 
little commnnities of aid for those 
who must otherwise go unaided. 

The desire is expressed that immi- 
grants coming for the first time-into 
the city be taught that there is a 

ublic place for them beside the po- 
ice station. 


LitQhe Neighborhood Pride. 


The complete disappearance, of the 
. nelghborhvod feeling, once marked in 
all parts of ‘the great St. Louis, is 
lamented in the report. This loss of 
neighborhood pride has caused dis- 
sension améng the very neighbors at 
the door of those who should be warm 
friends, the report contends, and is 
followed by total disregard for the 
interests of the community. 

The committee in its report con- 
fines itself to the $670,000 appropria- 
tion which it asks for the establish- 
ment of parks and out-door recrea-

“The term ‘civie center.’ as understood

public park and playground, 
bath, model tenement, social settle- 
ment, church, athletic or social organi- 
zation, charitable and philanthropic in- 
stitutions, police station and fire engine 
house, 


Adva ntages of Center. 


“The grouping of these various insti- 
tutions around a common center would 
be a distinct benefit to a neighborhood. 
It. would -center-the interests of the 


people in the neighborhood and -would 
enable the different institutions to sup- 
plement one another. For example, it 
would enable many parents to use the 
various institutions. in their only leis- 
ure hours, the evenings, by leaving their 
children in the playgrounds or social 
settlement nearby, whereas otherwise 
they would be unable to leave them 
alone at home; it would give a splendid 
opportunity for a harmonious archi- 
tectural and landscape treatment of the 
various buildings, thus adding to the 
intrinsic beauty of each; it would foster 
civie pride in the neighborhood and 
would formta. model for improvement 
work, the influence of which would ex- 
tend to every home in the district. 








“From a consideration of the above 
figures it is obvious that the people liv- 
ing east of Jefferson avenue are not re- 
ceiving a fair share of the public bene- 
fits. When the vital importance to the 
city of the proper development of the 
health and morals of its citizens—and 
especially of itg poorer citizens—is con- 
sidered, it will readily be seen that 
merely as a provision.for the social wel- 
fare, if for no other reason, a large in- 
crease in the park area-east of Jeffer- 
son avenue must be made, 

‘Schools, parks and.playgrounds, ‘pub- 
lic baths and like institutions are nec- 
essary to the physical, moral and men- 
tal development of the people living in 
the congested districts.

WOMEN THREATEN 
WAR FOR SUFFRAGE 


Hiss English Premier and Say 
They'll Fight for Their 
Rights; 


LONDON, May 19.—Escorted by #0 
members of Parliament, nearly 400 wom- 
en suffragists, representing organiza- 
tions from all parts of the country, in- 
terviewed Premier Campbell-Bannerman 
at the Foreign Office today and present- 
ed their claims that women be allowed 
to vote. Only eight members of the 
deputation were allowed to speak and 
each speaker was limited to five min- 


utes, but In the aggregate the Premier 
heard about all there was to hear in 
favor of female suffrage. 

The immediate grant of women’s 
rights was the unanimous demand of the 
speakers, claiming that immediate legis- 
lation bestowing on women the right to 
vote was necessary and declaring that a 
promise to take the matter at the now 
session of Parliament would not satisfy 
them. One speaker menacingly decl 
that the women were prepared to sacri- 
fice their lives in behalf of their de- 
mands. 

The Premier smiled on this strange 
gathering of women, including, as it dM, 
ladies of {title side by side with factory 
employes, and said he sympathized wit 
the object of the deputation, but asked 
his visitors to be patient until the Gov- 
ernment became more united in favor of 
the extension of the franchise to wom- 
en. Personally, he believed that women 
were as well qualified as men—and per-

Presbyterian Church. In this manner 
they hope to hold together the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Caurch. 


Will be Appealed, 

If the injunction fs granted the Gen- 
eral Assembly cannot vote on the propo- 
sition to unite with the Presbyterians 
and the matter will be dropped for the 
time. The case will be taken to a higher 


court in either event. 

The unionists declare that if the in- 
junction is granted it will make a prec- 
edent which will be greatly to the detri- 
ment of church unions in the future. If 
attempts are made _ hereafter to join 
churches, dissatisfied members will re- 
sort to the injunction as a means of 
checking the movement.

GENESIS OF THE IDEA. 

After the set speeches there was a 
genéral exchange of stories of experi- 
ences and out of the conversation a 
plan was evolved. 

It was decided to organize the Nation- 
al Association of Presidential Prevari- 
cators and a committee was appointed 
to prepare a call. The work went on 
rapidly. Next morning the committee 
had ready the following statement of 
the objects of the organization: 

‘Whereas, The circle of those who 
have been denounced from the White 
Iiouse as al) grades of liar from plain

POVERTY STRICKEN 





Admiral Mason Warns Officials 
That Financial Condition 
Is Desperate. * 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Disaster 
would overtake the country because 
the naval powder magazines are 
empty, owing to lack of funds, if the 
United States should become involved 
in war in the near future. 

This is the startling statement made 
by Rear Admiral Mason, chief of the 
Ordnance Bureau of the Navy Depart- 
ment, in a memorandum to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, calling attention to 
the reduction in the estimates of the 
Bureau of Ordnance by the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs. These 
estimates were reduced $12,000,000, and 
Admiral Mason states that many of 
the new ships will be useless because 
of the lack of powder, and it will be 
necessary to abandon ftarget practice. 

Admiral Mason calls attention to 
the fact that Congress provided for 
new ships for the navy but neglected 
to make provision for additional 
stores of ammunition. He then says: 

“The situation is so serious that the 
hureau believes it would be guilty of 
the gravest dereliction in the per- 
formance of its duty to the people, to 
Congress and to the department did it

CHICAGO, Ill, May 19.—"‘A general 
movement of anarchists towards Chi- 
cago,” was the information Chief of 
Police Collins received today from the 
secret service department.in Wash- 
ington. Alexander Berkman did not 
arrive today, and the police informa- 
tion from Pittsburg is that he may 
not come for three days. Emma Gold- 
man is scheduled to arrive next 
Wednesday. 

“Every movement of the anarchists 
and those radicals who associate with 
them is closely followed,” said Chief 
Collins. “Members of this department 
have been detailed to keep close 
watch and to take the necessary steps 
to prevent any disorder or inflam- 
matory utterances in public.” 

Collins received from Washington 
a formula ofa new explosive which 
is in the hands gf the more violent 
“reds.” This explosive is believed to 
be the one used t.~the assassination 
of Idaho, 
and is said by the Washington au- 
thorities to be one of the most power- 
ful of modern inventions, 

The chief has directed that copies 
of the formula be made, and he wil] 
trace any effort of the “reds” to get 
the materials of the compound.

PRESIDENT STARTED IT 





He Began by Disputing State- 
ments of Bailey and 
Tillman, 


Nothing has come from Washington 
to suggest the real occasion for the ex- 
plosion of wrath and charges of bad 
faith in connection with the “court re- 
view" amendments proposed to the Hep- 
burn rate bill which passed the Senate 
Friday. 

It is made to appear a question be- 
tween 4 ‘broad’ or a “narrow” review 
by the courts of the action of the In- 
terstate Commerce Conimigsion, the dif- 
ference between ‘‘broadness” and ‘‘nar- 
rowness’’ being left unexplained. 

To find whether there is such a dif- 
ference, and if so what it is likely to 
result in, the whole story of the fight 
will have to be retold in its general out- 
line, but there are certain simplicitieg 
in it at the start which make it easy 
for those who are not constitutional 
lawyers to get a general understanding 
of what the backing and filling is about. 

The first question is of the Hepburn 
bill as it passed the House and went 
into the hands of the Senate, where the 
President thought he needed a “big 
stick’’ of some kind to control senators 
of his own party. It »rovided that, on 
complaint made to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Commission it- 
self should fix a rate in the case com- 
plained of which should go into effect as

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review or for suspension of the Com- 
mission's order “pending appeal,” or 
what would be appeal if it were from a 
lower court to a higher. 

This is the first issue. It is not direct- 
ly an issue of whether or not the ac- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission should be passed on by the 
courts, but whether it should go into 
effect and remain in effect unless set 
aside by the courts. 

The Hepburn bill left the couyts to 
use their own jurisdiction for review un- 
der their own decisions defining the Con- 
stitution, as these decisions are now on 
record. 

It is on these decisions that the trou- 
ble in the Senate and between the Sen- 
ate and the White House developed to 
the point of explosion. 

The point of law is alntost exactly that 
raised in Missouri when it was a ques- 
tion of the power of the State Supreme 
Court to stop the action of the State In- 
surance Commissioner when it was com- 
plained that he had done an injustice In 
dealing with a company. which failed 
to comply with his regulations. 

The court decided that the law had 
directed him to make and enforce such 
regulations. They were not unconstitu- 
tional. The law had not directed the 
courts to regulate the Commissioner in 
the lawful discharge of the duties thus 
directed by law. Hence the court had 
no power to intervene. 

The Supreme Court of the’ United 
States has followed a like line of rea- 
soning up to a point where the question 
is now of an amendment to the Hep- 
burn bill which will be construed by the 
Federal courts as giving them responsi- 
bility for taking action they would 
feel no responsibility for taking other- 


wise. 

Under their previous decisions, they 
would feel bound to act in any event if 
any commission or Government officer 
took action against a railroad in viola- 
tion of the Constitution. If any rate 
fixed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission under the Hepbum bill or any 
other bill, threatened confiscation or vio- 
lated any constitutional right of the 
railroads, the Supreme Court of the 
United States would sustain the action 
of the lower Federal courts in prevent- 
ing this, without any special provision 
authorizing them to review the action 
4 the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States has decided, however; that where 
the Constitution of the United States is 
not violated, it will not undertake to 
review the acts of an executive officer 
or commission, authorized and directed 
by act of Congress, except so far as 
to decide whether it is as directed by 
the act itself. 

If, for instance, the Collector of the 
St.° Louls port insists on collecting $20 
duties on an article not worth more 
than $15, as he frequently does, or geiz- 
ing the article, the Supreme Court of 
the United States will not restrain him 
by injunction or otherwise, nor will it 
take any ‘‘broad review’’ of his tion 
as directed -by the tariff law to “protect 
American industriées.”’ 

In the case of laws to protect Ameri- 
can shippers against unfair rates, the 
court’s position is sd clearity stated that 
it is taken for granted in advance in the 
Senate, - 

If the court has a special responsibil- 
ity imposed on it by the act itself to 
review what is done by the commission 
under the act, then it is no longer con- 
‘fined necessarily to the ground of acting 
only to define ¢1) the Constitution, if it 
has been violated; (2) or the law itself 
if it has been violated. 

It is thus to be taken for granted that 
in a “narrow review’ the Federal 
Courts will look only to see if the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, in fix- 
ing a rate, has violated 4ither the law 
under which action is taken or the Con- 
stitution. If no such violation is found, 
oo the courts will not interfere fur- 

er. 

What Broad Review Means, 


If there 1s a possibility for ‘“‘broad re- 


view’’ imposed on the courts by the acts 
itself, then the only question left is 
whether there is any reason at all for 
having the rate fixed first by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. Its acts 
would then be so passed on by the 
Q@urts, that the courts themselves would 
have virtually the full responsibility for 
making a rate before it could go into 
effect and remain in force. The action 
of the commission would be in effect 
merely advisory in its relation to final 
action by the courts. 

As thist is taken for granted. it is 
also assumed by those who object to 
the Allison amendment that it would 
have virtually the same effect as those 
favored by Senator Aldrich, Senator 
Knox and other Republican senators 
against whom the President is said to 
have made his ‘‘deal”’ with the Demo- 


crats. 

The Allison amendment simply pro- 
vides that ‘jurisdiction to hear and de- 
termine’ shall be vested in the Federal

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‘The question of whether or not this is 
“broad” or “‘narrow review” depends on 
what the courts will understand their 
responsibility to mean when they ‘‘de- 
termine.’’ if it means to put on them 
the responsibility of giving the only final 
decision which ‘‘determines’’ what is not 
determined until thus decided, it is as 
“proad’ as any review could be made. 
But, in defending the ‘Allison amend- 
ment in a speech of May 11, Senator 
Long of Kansas argued that it would 
not authaorize a “‘broad review” unless 
the courts were charged with determin- 
ing ‘‘the justness and reasonableness’ 
of the rate. 4 

This was the “broad review’’ of the 
Esch-Townsend bill which, after passing 
the House at the last session, gave place 
at this session to the Hepburn bili. 
The ‘*broad review"’ provision of that 
bill suggested by Senator Aldrich of 
Rhode Lsland provided that: 

“Any person or persons directly af- 
fected by the order of the commission. 
and deeming it to be contrary to law, 
may institute proceedings in the court 


of transportation, sitting as a court of | 


equity, to have it reviewed, and its 
lawfulness, justness or reasonableness 
inquired into and determined.”’ 

The Esch-Townseng bill increasing the 
powers of the Commission and creating 
a special court of review having been 
abandoned after it passed the House 
Feb. 9 last year, by a vote of 326 to 1i, 
the Hepburn bill substituted for it or 
an administration measure, passed the 
House Feb. 8, 1906, by a vote of 36 Re- 
publicans and Democrats, with only 
seven members voting against it. 

The Democrats in the House who 
might otherwise have attempted to make 
a show of fighting it with more radical 
amendments, providing for general reg- 
ulation and the fixing of all rates direct- 
ly by the Government without waiting 
for the shipper to make complaint, 
“supported the President’’ to give him 
an opportunity of showing whether or 
not he would ‘“‘stand pat’’ in the Senate. 

In closing the debate before the bill 
was put on its passage in the House, 
Congressman Hepburn said that it had 
been drawn ‘‘to comply specifically with 
the recommendations of President 
Roosevelt.”” He defined the intention of 
bill as an act to give power to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission tv 
investigate a rate complained of as un- 
reasonable by a shipper, and if it found 
it unreasonable, to fix a rate ‘just, rea- 
sonable and fairly remunerative’’ to the 
railroads. The rate so fixed would go 
into effect within 30 days, ‘‘subject in 
that time to be set aside or suspended 
by the Commission or the courts.” 

After going into effect the rate thus 
fixed was to be the rate for three years. 

The Commisston’s Power. 

The railroads were left by the bill to 
fix their rates, but the commission was 
thus given power to fix a maximum for 
any rate which the railroad schedules 
made unjust or unreasonable, as ap- 


peared to the commission on evidenee | 


presented by the shipper. 

It was held in the House and it has 
been argued in the .Senate during the 

st ten days, that the Hepburn bill as 

t came from the House gave the courts 
iby its phraseology power of ‘‘narrow re- 

ew.”’ The Allison amendment in the 
Senate is intended to remove all doubt 
in the mind of the court of its jurisdic- 
tion as defined by Congress in the law 
itself. Otherwise the courts might not 
hold themselves bound to go at all into 
the evidence which had convinced the 
commission. 

The question on the Allison amend- 
ment as the President has now accepted 
it, is on this point of whether the courts 
will thus hold themselves bound to re- 
view the acts of the commission much 
more ‘‘broadly”’ than they would other- 
wise if only passing on the question of 
the Constitution and of whether the 
commission in acting under the law had 
gone beyond it and so violated it. The 
Bailey amendment of April 10 was di- 
rected against court interference with 
the commission’s rate. It limited the 
power of injunction. 

In a speech at Pittsburg Nov. 3,, last, 
Senator Knox of Pennsylvania, who has 
been counted since with Senator Aldrich 
as a leader of Republican opposition to 
the control of rates by the commission, 
declared that “it is clear that Congress 
cannot give an appeal from a non-judi- 
cial or administrative body to a judicial 
body for the purpose of reviewing ad- 
ministrative acts by correcting them’’ 
and he then insisted that the fixing of 
a rate is an administrative act, which if 
the courts have no power to perform in 
the first place, ‘“‘they have none on ap- 
peal or review.”’ 

Knox Loses Caste. 

For a time between Feb. 8, when the 
Hepburn bill passed the House, and 
March 31, Senator Knox appeared in the 
Senate as the ‘administration repre¢ 
sentative,”” but between March 381 and 
April 11 interviews took place between 
Former Senator Chandler and the Presi- 
dent, as a result of which Democratic 
support was appealed for to offset the 
influence of Knox, Spooner and Foraker, 
as Chandler reports. Senator Long had 
then just introduced a “‘narrow review 
amendment,”’ 
by the President. 


it. The Foraker amendment authorized 
the courts to ‘‘vacate and set aside any 
such order (of the commission) on the 
ground that the rate or rates, fares, 
charges, classifications, joint rate or 
rates, fixed in such order is unlawful or 
unreasonabie, or that any such regula- 
tion, practice or service fixed in such 
order is unreasonable.’’ This is called 
by Senator Long a model of the ‘broad 
review’’ amendment as distinct from 
that he offered or from that of Sena- 
tor Allison he now supports. 

After the negotiations with the Demo- 
erats, opened on March 31 between the 
President and Chandler, there was the 
wholly unprecedented development of 
puttifg the most radical senator of the 
party in opposition to the administra- 
tion in charge of the administration 
measure. When Tillman appeared in 
charge of the Hepburn bill in the Sen- 
ate, those who look at such things from 
the ordinary standpoints of politics con- 
cluded at once that those ‘“railroad’’ 
senators who had been most anxious to 
kill the bill had ‘“‘humored the deal’ 
with the Democrats much further than 
the President could possibly have ex- 
vected. Tillman was not gnly his po- 
litical but his personal enemy, and 
among Democrats was more a Populist 
than a Democrat. 

When Democrats rallied to the 


Tillman, it was on the ground that if 
amended at all if ought to be in pre- 
venting the courts from interfering and 
in the direction of complete Federal! con- 
trol of rates, without the complaint of 


the shipper. 
The Deadly Amendments. 


There were notable exceptions to this, 
however, as Senator Morgan of Ala- 
bama appeared as a type of “‘coropora- 
tion”? senators either openly or secretly 
attempting to kill the bill. For this 
end, it has had various amendments 
offeréd to it. The one which has at- 
tracted most attention outside the orig- 
inal purpose of the bill is that of Elkins 
of West Virginia, which purports to 
prohibit railroad companies from op- 
erating coal mines, ‘‘unless authorized 
by their charters,” 
enough into the future to enable them 
to find exactly what 
mean, if anything. 

When the Long administration ‘re- 
view” amendment was introduced, 
Tillman ‘‘balked’’ as an administration 
leader in the Senate. It was argued 
that the amendment left it doubtfy! 
whether the rate as fixed by the com- 
mission would be effective at once. This 
amendment provided that the rate of 
the commission should take effect 


‘within sucH reasonable time as is pre- | 


scribed by the commission,” and con- 
tinue for two years, unless set aside by 
the United States courts. Power of re- 
view was conferred on the United 
States Circuit Court “to hear and de- 
termine whether the order complained 
of was beyond the authority of the 
commission or in violation of the rights 
of the earrier secured by the Constity- 
tion.”’ 

Attackéd vigorously by Foraker ang 
opposed smoothly by Aldrich with a 
dead weight of opposition from other 
Republican senators, the President 
found the su rt of his administration 
measure by Tillman. burdensome, and 
he suspected paney 2 Ss part of a 
“game.” On Ma he wrote a signed 
letter to W. F. Hill and the Pennsy}. 
vania State Grange announcing that he 
had accepted the Allison court review 
amendment as “practically all he had 
ever asked for.”’

10 BE CARDINAL 


Archbishop of New York to 
Visit Vatican Early 
Next Month. 


ROME, May 19.—Mgr. Fariey, Arch- 
bishop of New York, will pay a visit to 
the Vatican early next month. It ig the 
common opinion here that just now the 
Archbishop stands the best chance of 
any American prelate for promotion to 
the Sacred College, not only because of 
the mistaken policy recently followed in 
Pome by the Archbishop of St. Paul, 


but also for reason of the prominence 
of the archdiocese of New York and 
Mer. Farley's zealous performance of 
the duties connected with his see since 
his appointment. 

Special arrangements are being made 
at the Vatican to do honor to the New 
York prelate, who will be accompanied 
on his journey to this city by several 
prominent priests of his archdiocese. 

The last time Archbishop Farley came 
here, about two years ago, he was made 
the object of close scrutiny by the Vati- 
can authorities and it was common opin- 
ion that he stood a good chance to be- 
come the next American Cardinal until, 
unfortunately, former Mayor Lowe of 
New York, immediately after a visit to 
the Pope, to whom he had been pre- 
sented by Mer.

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MARATHON VICTORY 


——— 


NEW YORK, May 19.—William J. 
Sherring of Hamilton, Canada, who 
won the Marathon road race at Ath- 
ens Op May 1, returned today on the 
steamship Campania. He was met by 
a number of his fellow countrymen. 

The Marathon race was 26 miles 
and 170 yards. Sherring won it in @ 
hours 51 minutes and 232-5 seconds. 
From Athens Shetrring hurried to 
Rome, and then across the Continent 
to London and Liverpool, When he 
arrives in Hamilton he will receive 
$5000 in gold, a gift of the city, and 
the Canadian Governnent-is to give 
him a position for life. 

“[ got my training in distance races 
which they have in Hamilton every 
Thanksgiving Day,” said Sherring. 
“The distance of these try runs is 19 
miles. 1 was second in the Boston 
Marathon in 1900. I was a mile in 
front until the end of the i&sth mile, 
when I fell unconscious. I came to, 
got up and finished second, outrun- 
ning six men who had passed me 
While 1] lay faint. 

“The race at Athens was the hard- 
est in which I ever took part. Fifty- 
eight started, including Daly of Ire- 
land, and Blake of Australia, both of 
whom set the pace for me for the first 
10 miles. ] ran the first six miles in 
30 minutes and the first 10 miles in 56 
minutes. 

“At the end of ten miles I was 
half a mile behind the leaders. Spring 
of New York and I ran together for 
about 11 miles. After finishing my 
8th mile I ran very hard and made the 
pace between the &th and the 20th 
mile. After the 15th mile I was ahead, 
running easily. 

“When I passed Daly and Blake, after 
a hot sprint of about 50 yardse, they 
dropped into a walk. 

“It was 80 degrees in the shade. Prince 
George of Greece ran the last 50 yards 
with me. Women crowded around and 
hugged and kissed me, and I could 
hardly get a chance to recover my wind, 
but I finished in pretty good shape. 

“It was the biggest and most enthusi- 
astic demonstration a runner ever re- 
ceived. The King of Greece crowned 
me with a wreath of olive leaves. His 
Majesty also gave me a goat, whicn I 
presented to my landlady, because Il 
couldn't bring it home. 

“The most valuable gift I received was 
a three-foot statue of Minerva. I also 
received four cups and a special gold 
medal from the King, and, in addition, 
was made an honorary citizen of Greece. 

“No pacemakers were allowed in the 
race, but a man on a bicycle was al- 
lowed to keep behind me and give me a 
drink whenever I wanted one. I took 
two drinks—one after the fifteenth and 
another after the twentieth mile.’ 

Sherring said there were about 30 
Greeks in the race. They ran very well 
for nine miles, and then most of them 
dropped behind.

NEW YORK, May 19.—Martin J. Sher-

Here he 
made a new world’s record with the dis- 
cus, throwing it 133 feet e% Inches.

and won at that. Everybody who sends 
in his coin or his pick to the maker of 
a future book has this thing of beating 
the post price big in his mind, says C. 
L. C. in the Washington Star. He re- 
calls, for instance, that Capt. Sam 
Brown’s horse Tournament once nailed 
one of the greatest of American race fix- 
tures, and at the. favorite’s price, too, 
when his price in the future books had 
been as high as 500 to 1. And the will- 
ing-to-be crafty ones have other recol- 
lections of a similar sort. The dead-

KING DEDICATE 
SIMPLON TUNNEL 


Italian Ruler Characterizes 
Achievements as a Cy- 
cloptic Work. 


DOMODOSSOLA, Italy, May 19.—~ 
Simplon Tunnel was inaugurated here 
today by King Victor Emmanuel, who 
left here at 10:55 a. m. for Brique, on 
the Swiss side of the mountain. The 
royal train passed through the 12 
miles of tunnel drawn by a steam en- 
gine, the electric motors not being 
ready. On reaching the middle of the 
tunnel at a height of 2200 feet above 
the sea level, the King was heard to 
exclaim: 

"It is a Cyclopic work, the result 
of half .a century of study, seven 
years of work and the expenditure of 
nearly $15,000,000." 

At Brique, the King. who was arc- 
companied by Premier Sannino, the 
Minister of Public Works, and a large 
number of other officials was received 
by the President of the Swiss Re- 
public and the members of the Fed- 
eral Council, the National Council. and 
the Council of State and other officials 
to the number of about 500. 

In the speeches which followed the 
meeting of the King and the Presi- 
dent much Batisfaction was expreseod 
at the opening of the tunnel, which 
was completed, as far as piercing the 
mountain Was concerned, last Febru-

Cotton Prices Rally Five Points

NEW YORK, May 19.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of markets 
today, Says: : 

Wall Street.—The various factors go- 
ing to make up a bank return have 
been so confused and bewildering this 
week that no one expressed yesterday 
any positive belief as to what today’s 
Statement would show. It was known 
that during the week $10,000,000 cagh had 
been lost to the interior and treasury, 
while $15,000,000 to $16,000,000 gold had ar- 
rived from London, but the whole cal- 
culation is so far complicated by the 
question of repayment by banks to the 
treasury, when the ‘“‘facilitated’’ gold 
arrives, that no confidence could be felt 
in the results. The bank statement 
shows no change of any consequence in 
cash reserves, and it is hard to say 
whether, in Wall street's language, it 
is made up on rising or falling aver- 
ages. 

The more important fact disclosed by 
the statement was a $15,000,000 increase 
in the loans, for which there are several 
possible explanations. With the week's 
returning ease in money at New York, 
loans made here by interior and foreign 
banks have been to some extent paid 
off. The subscription to the Pennsyl- 
vania’s $50,000,000 notes has played some 
part, and !t may be supposed that the 
professional speculators, who have been 
doing their best to revive The game in 
Wall street, have been knocking again 
at the doors of banks. 

The upshot of the movement of loans 
and of cash is a decreasa of $2,765,000 
in surplus reserves, which, however, 
leaves that surplus well above the total] 
reported at this date in 1905, 1908 or 1902. 


One question of the immediate future is 
to what extent this tendency to loan ex- 
pansion will continue. The situation in 
that regard is curious. Foreign loans 
are maturing in large quantity just 
now; they may be paid off and replaced 
by loans in the New York market. Yet 
the assumption all along has been that 
domestic capital was not in largé enough 
supply to take care of these Wall Street 
loans. 

The day’s stock market requires 
comment; it was purely nominal, 
closed with trifling changes. 

The reovening of the San Francisco 
banks, which now appears to be 
scheduled for next Wednesday, will be 
an interesting occasion in more ways 
than one. In anticipation of that event, 
and of the possible sudden rush for cur- 
rency by depositors in the city's bank- 
ing institutions, something like $40,000.000 
cash has been added to San Francisco's 
availabie bank reserves.

TRADING POSITION 


Rise in Grain Brings Orops 
Forward as an Important 
Factor, 








LOCAL STOCKS FIRM 





Buyers Show Returning Confi- 
dence in the Local Mar- 
ket Outlook. 


BY R. O. JOHNSON, 

The stock market occupied a trading 
position throughout the past week, 
prices rising or falling through a nar- 
row range as the professional operators 
on the Stock Exchange took the buying 
or selling side for small profits. The 
general price range, however, has been 
well maintained around the high level 
reached since the recovery from the re- 
cent decline and only one or two new 
important. factors have developed dur- 
ing the six-days period. , 

The crop situation entered the arena 
as a factor in the late trading when 
grains in all domestic markets began to 
rise on reports of lack of moisture in 
importanf sections of the growing winter 
wheat belt. 

It is generally understood, and rightly, 
that with security values at the pres- 
ent altitude, and one based largely on 
future promises, that a good harvest if 
not a bountiful one, is absolutely neces- 
sary to sustain them. Consequently any 
adverse conditions that may arise in the 
grain belt are reflected immediately on 
the Stock Exchange. 

As wheat goes in the next week, so 
contrariwise will go stock prices, for 
this is the influence that is controlling 
the sentiment among the professional 
element, and the professional element is 
now controlling prices. 

It is not well, however, if precedent in 
the stock market is to be taken as a 
guide, to sell securities promiscuously on 
crop damage news. For such news is 
invariably exaggerated by the grain 
dealers, for speculative purposes, and 
dry weather spells have a very disagree- 
able way of being rectified over night by 
Mother Nature when the short interest 
has been accumulated in the market to 
the bursting point. 

The writer remembers distinctly the 
action of the stock market during the 
drouth of 1901, when the corn crop was 
almost a total failure and other crops 
suffered severe losses. 

Wheat and corn futures were climbing 
upward in ail markets and Chicago and 
Western houses were so absolutely cer- 
tain of their position that they sold 
and kept on selling Wall street securi- 
ties. 

East Was Buying. 

Prices declined gradually, with the 
East continually buying as the West 
sold until the decline in values reached 
$8 to $10 per share. When conditions 
were at their worst and the destruction 
of the corn crop was admitted, Chicago 
played her trump card by flooding tie 
market with selling orders. 

The East bought all offerings, turned 
prices upward, squeezed the shorts se- 
verely and prices recovered tneir entire 
loss in a little over three weeks, with 
the East a big winner and the West a 


of loser. 

here is not one chance in a hundred 
of a drouth like that of 1901 prevailing 
this summer, but it is well to recall the 
movement of prices at that time, so as 
to be In advance of the hounds should 
the unexpected happen. 

Outside of the grain market, every 
factor in the situation has remained 
favorable. Call meney rates have held 
easy around 3% to 34 pef cent, while 
the time money manket has actually 
developed an easieP tendency. Addi- 
tional gold has also found its way into 
the country. 

While it is impossible to estimate the 
foreign trade balance of the United 
States before the San Francisco disas- 
ter, it is safe to say that with the Iin- 
Surance money now coming in {ft is in 
the neighborhcod of $59,000,000. To date 
Only about $20,000,000 in insurance money 
has been received, so that we may count 
on additional credits on gold of approx- 
imately $30,000,000. 

Tne banking institutions of Frisco 
open on May and as s0on as the 
banking situation in that center is ad- 
justed a return movement of funds East 
may be looked for, as it is admitted in 
banking circles that the movement of 
currency westward has been largely in 
excess of the actual requirement of the 
Frisco banks. 

Bearing directly on our foreign credit 
and a favorable factor from the mar- 
kel standpoint was our statement of ex- 
ports and imports for the month of 
April. The excess of our exports over 
imports for the month was $37,164,871. 
compared to $33,733,087 for the same 
month one year ago. 

It is true that the heavy requirements 
being made on the money market for 
corporation purposes—an illustration of 
which was the Pennsylvania loan of 
$50,000,000 made during the week—seem 
to assure at least the present call rate 
for some time to come, if not a slightly 
higher one. But the indications are that 
irom the developments mentioned above 
that the possibilities of tight money 
are vastly lessened, if not entirely elim- 
inated, from the market situation. 

Condition Good. 

General business conditions — reflect 
nearly unprecedented prosperity in al] 
lines, and the metal markets are com- 
manding The attention of all stock mar- 
Ket followers. 

Copper is hardly to be obtained at 19 
cents and the indications are that we 
are on the eve of a 20-cent copper mar- 
ket. Tin is selling at fabulous prices 
and the prosperity of the lead trade was 
attested during the week by the placing 
of the common shares of the National 
Lead Co. on a 4 per cent dividend basis, 
the first payment since 1900. The iron 
markets are in excellent shape also and 
the removal of the fear of a coal strike 
has been followed by many heavy or- 
ders for steel and iron for future deliv- 
ery. Railroad earnings continue to show 
very heavy increases over the same 
period one year ago. 

To sum up, then, it would seem that 
the dominating influences in the mar- 
ket are working for higher prices, and 
these are offset by. the present uncer- 
tainties. of the crop situation, which 
may or may not be removed. 

On the local stock exchange a better 
feeling prevailed throughout the week 
and the tendency of prices was upward. 
Loca} sentiment is swinging to the bull 
side and brokerage circles are confident 
that higher prices will shortly prevail,

IKE another Robinson Crusoe is Peter-

law” of Missouri, claims title to the property,

Like Robinson Crusoe, McNally for 10 
years on his oasis at Grand avenue and Olive 
sircet was monarch of all he surveyed behind 
a giganti¢ fence that shut him out from the 
ey thoroughfare. He was a sort of little 
king. He had more ground around his house 
thas David R. Francis. He saw values gotny 
up all around him and, while waiting for the 
10 years’ limitation to expire, his own social 
importance increased, for he gave up keeping 
pigs and chickens on his valuable island and 
at the end of that time blossomed out into a 
landlord by subletting the property under a 
formal lease to a tenant. 


His ig one of the most remarkable cases in the 
history of squatter sovereignty in the 
United States. It calls attention to the 
fact that one of the shortest legal periods in the 
world under which a squatter can acquire property 
in fee simple, is that provided by the law of Mis- 
souri. As will be seen by the statute quoted on this 
page, if you see a piece of property and take pos- 
session of it and occupy it publicly, and adversely 
to any other claim, for a period of 10 years, you 
thereby become the owner of that property, regard- 
leas of its value, or of the record, or of the payment 
of taxes thereon by other people. 

In the extraordinary story of the McNally case, 
which is now on appeal to a higher court, there 
appears no denial of this principle, and that the 
only question at issue is as what constitutes 
“notorious possession.” In regard to this, the charge

That year he hired a horse to ride in the St. Pat- 
rick’s Day parade. In his hurry to arrive at the pa- 
rade he whipped the horse into a gallop and, coming 
around a corner suddenly, ran into a horse car. His 
own horse and the mules that were drawing the car 
all fell, the boy with them. This time he suffered 
two fractures of his right leg, but people remarked 
“he was lucky he didn’t get killed,” so the “charmed 
” theory was not seriously checked. 
his friends had begun to talk about his 
various accidents. They said he was “lucky,” that 
dangerous occupations ought not have any terrors 
, being adventurous, the boy hired out to 
painters. One day, while the 
painters were at dinner, Waney got into the sailor 
chair and hauled himself up. When he got up he 
sought to fasten the chair, but the rope slipped and 
down-he came. He landed on a tarred roof and 
didn’t even tell the painters what had happened until 
the next day, when they asked him what made the 
scratches on his face. 

That winter, when 
painting, he went to work in a factory. 
he had to cross a network of railroad tracks. One morn- 
ing he stopped on a track to light his pipe. A switch 
engine came along and the boy, not able to escape, 
jumped onto the pilot. The engineer, badly fright- 
thought he had killed somebody and stopped 
the engine. When he found the boy safe, his fright 
changed to wrath.

This, perhaps, was as 
miraculous an escape as any in the career of the 
man who holds the theory of a “charmed life.” 
And this was what the Biddle street neighbor meant 
when he said, “Even a house fell on him and he 
wasn’t killed.” 

At the exact point where the wall should have 
struck Waney and killed him was a window. ‘The 
aperture saved him. He came out badly scratched 
and battered up, but with no bones broken. Two 
men were killed by the same wall; as near as he 
could ever learn, and several others who, in his ex- 
citement, he thought were crushed by it, must have 
been badly hurt, he thinks. 

His “luck” having stood so many tests, Wgney now 
advanced a degree beyond smokestack saidtieg He 
became a “tuck pointer.” In this profession one is 
required to do much work high in air, around the 
cornices of buildings. 

Waney’s first narrow escape after engaging in this 
work was while employed on the Hargadine-Mc- 
Kittrick Building, nine stories high. In company 
with four others he was working a short distance 
from the top. They were using two short platforms, 
and between these was a ladder. Two men were 
working on each platform, Waney on the ladder. 
The platforms were fastened to the cornice at the 
top of the building with hooks. But on top of the 
cornice was an ornament. This gave way under one 
of the hooks and the hook slipped until it caught in 
the solid cornice, a distance of 18 inches. This al- 
lowed the side of one of the platforms to drop sud- 
denly, and that end of the ladder slipped off. 

The board on which Waney had been sitting went 
sailing to the ground and his companion workmen 
gasped in horror, expecting to see Waney follow it. 
But his luck saved him again. Quick as a flash and, 
as he says, wholly through the same instinct that 
niakes a drowning man grab at a straw, Waney 
clutched out and—caught a rung of the ladder. One 
of the workmen had attached the other end of the 
ladder to the platform by wrapping a small strong 
wire many times around it. This held, but the ladder 
swung like a pendulum, Waney, in the meantime, 
holding on desperately. When it slowed down he 
climbed up and Was assisted onto the platform by 
the other workmen.

Gray Hair Restored. | 
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Woman Historian Now Claims ENorsemen 
Cameto St. Louis Long ‘Before <french 
Explorers---Built Cahokia Mounds. 


UNDREDS of years before the slow-gcing 

boats of Laclede came up the Mississ pp: 

River to the founding of St. Louis, and eve. 
centuries before Marquette, La Salle and De Tonti 
sailed past these low-lying bluffs and saw their .ad- 
vantages as a city site, Erie the Red, a sturdy 
Norseman, was here on his way to the Southwest, 
says Mrs. Emma F. Jay Bullene, a Denver his- 
torian. She has just published a book upon “The 
Psychic History of the Cliff Dwellers.” 

Mrs. Bullene’s story, concerning which she offers 
a great deal by way of corroboration, is the very 
newest in Southwestern archeology.. She supplies the 
missing link between the wonderful ruins of the 
Southwest and the primitive tribe who so many 
people believe never built them, by declaring that 
the Norseman, after following Eric the Red to the 
Northeast American, shore by way of Iceland, pro 
ceeded on up the St. Lawrence, through the Great 
Lakes, down the Mississippi River to a point shortly 
below St. Louis, and then out across the plains to 
the Rocky Mountains and the Colorado River. 

In the opinion of Mrs. Bullere, these hardy Norse 
men built the great Cahokia Mounds opposite St. 
Louis on their way down fim river, and ‘finally <et- 
tled in the Colorado River country, where they built 
those most beautiful of all Aierican ruins—the 
cliff dwellings. She offers testimony to show that 
the big mounds near St. Louis are similar to great 
tumuli built in their own country by the Norsemen; 
that the beautiful towers of the cliff dwellings are 
exsentially Scandinavian in their architecture and are 
an Western extension of the Kastern series, which in- 
clude the famous Newport Tower. She finds that 
the prized pottery found in the cliff dwellings is not 
Indian at all, but Phoenician art, brought to the 
Southwest by the Vikings by way of Northwestern 
Europe.

-HERE are persons who devote much time and 
money to the collection of rare postage 
stamps, but no one but the man or woman 

who ‘has “caught the fever” knows just how wide- 
spread this fad is nor how much money is annu- 
ally spent in acquiring specimens. 

While there are no collections in St. Louis that 
have cost or would sell for hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, as there are in the Kast and in Europe, 
yet there are many valuable collections in this city, 
and among the collectors may be found some of 
the best-known and best-informed persons in the 
business in the country, 

A sufficient number of stamp collectors are in St. 
Louis that a chub has now been formed.’ These will 
meet from time to time and discuss the condition of 
the stamp trade in the country, view each other's 
collections and, as a side consideration, effect sales 
between themselves. 

H. A. Diamant is probably the most widely known 
of the local collectors. He has devoted years of 
study to the subject and among his collection are to 
be found many specimens that are almost priceless 
from the collector’s viewpoint. 

Few persons begin collecting stamps for profit. 
There are dealers who are engaged in the work as a 
regular business, but the average collector begins 
and continues his hobby as an avocation—something 
to take his mind off business when he leaves the

Every child interested in the collection of stamps 
should he provided with a good magnifying glass, 
as it is only by the aid of a glass that all the beau- 
ties of a stamp may be brought out. 

In no other department of a government, not even 
excepting the engraving of its money, is so much 
skill and art brought to bear as in the engraving 
of its stamps. Often the currency of a country is 
issued with little or no thought toward beauty of 
color, and design, but all, no matter how low they 
may be in the scale of civilization, as soon as they

beauty. The result has been the employment of 
the finest artists and engravers, and any book of 
stamps, no matter if it have no intrinsic value by 
reason of the rarity of its specimens, will be a 
showing of the best in art of the countries repre- 
sented.

The designs cover the widest possible range, like- 
nesses of famous men that are as fine as any steel 
engraving, reproductions of famous geographical 
scenes, such as mountains and rivers, products of the 
country, and in short every variety of matters of 
interest that would stimulate the closer study of 
the geography and the history of the several coun- 


tries. But the reproductions are so fine that their 





beauties cannot be seen and appreciated without 
the aid of a magnifying glass. What may appear to 
the naked eye as a very inferior piece of work will 
display undreamed-of beauties of color and design 
when viewed under a glass.
